an harlot,þ Catibdes 02 Gulph of life, 
\ bicauſe Þ it ſwalloweth 4 glutteth vp 
al things,+ is neuer conlet no2 filled. 
Now Caribdes was a gulph of Þ ſea, x 
very dangerous, which ſwallowed vp 
only al h̊ paſſed by it, ncuertheleſſe it 
after wards did vomit it out againe. 
But as touching 5 inſatiable belly of 
an harlof,ncither þ aire, ö earth, þ ſca 
no2Þ riuers ſuffice, but it ſwalloweth 
E deudureth ficlds,caſtels 4 houſes, x 
neuer red2eth oz returneth any thing 
backe againe, which thing Arginpus 
knowing very wel, though ſomewhat

to their ſhame, ruine 4 cofuſid. Wher - 
foze ſapth Plautus agaiue in bis Sti- 
co, MVhoſdeuer can eſchew them, let 
them eſche w the, whole name among 
the Auncients haue bene in ſuch dete⸗ 
ſtatid, as many fathers haue diſheri⸗ 
ted their heires,bicauſe they yelded 
their neckes to p poakes of harlots. 
The nature of whom being ingen⸗ 
dered of Pluto and Tiſiphone (ſaith 
Palingemus) is to pꝛomiſe ſugar and 
honnp, but to giue nothing but bitter 
Gall and poyſon. 

Among the .x. commaundements 
of Almigbtic god this one is ſpecially 
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noted, Thou ſhilt not commit adul- 
terie, by which words we are expꝛel⸗ 
ly pꝛohibited and foꝛbidden all man⸗ 
ner of koznitation, whatlocuer it bee 
compꝛehended ( as it is witten in 
Augaltin) vader this word, Abulfes 
rie. The which commanndcinent is 
notably and vcry often repeated in 
the holy Scriptures, bp the onely 
mouth of God, his ApoT!cs, and ©- 
| nannelifts. Now then 1f if brhoueth 
vs inutolably and infallphly, and that 
on payne of eternal death, to obſerue, 
fulfill, and keepe the imac Lawes 
ard ſtatutes, in wich there is nothing 
forgotten nedcfnll to gur health: 
What ſayſt thon O Adnitcrer, D 
dien Foꝛnicatoꝛ, which 
ainſt ſayſt the ſame, doſt thou not 
| ſe,o2 wilt thou not cofelſe thy tirious 
life fo be farre moe filthy t abhom⸗ 
table iht mine. J wil tel thee, whoꝛe- 
dome was in old time fo abhoꝛred in 
Italy, as by the thirtanth Lawe cf 
Romulus the firff Ring of the Ro- 
 mainey, it was eſtablpſhed and per⸗ 
mitted to hulbandes and patents fo

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kill oz cauſe to be killed alter what 
manner ſo cuer toe y woulte , thep2 
wines £2 kinſfolkes taken in adul- 
teric, which thing thou neuer beard} 
any Lawe commaunde againſt any 
Bzonkard, | 

And although that [ ycurgus, that 
King and ſcucre Law-maker of the 
Lacedemanians, hath not w2itten (as 
the Jurtif-conſull Buwdowin in his 
Commentarye vppün the Romulan 
Lawes rcciteth) nxither made anye 
Lawe foz whozemongers, peſſible 
it was bicauſe he thought that there 
woulde bee no whopcdome , vſed in 
Lacedemon ; Where the pcople by 
meancs of his ſeuere Lawes, were 
molt modeſt and content: nener⸗ 
thelefſe the time of Romulus was not 
ſo,and thereſoꝛe he wilely thought na 
Lawe to be moꝛe 5 ina com⸗ 
mon weale, then that againſt Adul⸗ 
teres and Wlhoze- -mongcrs, 

And pet Lycurgus peradventure. 
youlde haue aunſwered , to them

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omittted and lefte out, that Lawe, 
bicauſe that be hoped. „that with 
great paine and difficultie it ccnlde 
haue indurcd with fach ſeneritie.

Which Lawe of Romulus, the 
auncient Germaines o: Almaines fees 
med to follo\ve : Fo2 among them 
as Tacitus wzitcth , huſbandes were 
ſo permitted to punich their wiucs ta⸗ 
ken in adulterie. 

Alſo by the Lawe Ilits, it was 
tawfull fo: the Father, to burpe his 
Daughter quicke, if h& hadde taken 
by; in Adulterpe. 


C.ij. Ze- 
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Zeleucus lykewiſe among manye 
others lawes which he made to the 
Loctians, oꝛdeined that the adulterer 
o whozemonger, what-ſocuer he 02 
ſhe were, ſhould haue both his and 
hir cycs put out, as he would baue 
executed tbe fayd Law in the perſon 


of his oye lonne accoſed of the ſame 


crime, and that the Pagiltrates and 
citizens of Locres|, in fquour of the 
vertucs and deſerts of his father had 
compaſſion and pittie of the Sonne, 
and remitted and acquitted his of- 
fence, he neuerthelelle being a rare 
mpzrour of P;inccly Juſtice, deſi 


rous firſt tokepe| the Law inuiolate, 


which he himſelfe had made, cauſcd 
one of his owne eyes and one of bis 
ſonnes to be put out.

Thus loe by the Kahles and ſta⸗ 
tutes both of the Scripture 4 others 
wile, it is euidentlp app2zeucd, that the 
whozemonger hath bene vled to bee 
condemned to death, and to bee arics 
nouſly puntſhed foz adulterie, which 
thing neuer was done vppon p dꝛon⸗ 
kard : by which onelp argument, O 
Whhozemonger, thou art iuſtly to be 
adiudged karre moze woꝛſe and cutll 
then J, and ſo by conſequence depzi⸗ 
ued of our fathers landes. 

And yet notwithſtanding all theſe 
vices and inconuenientes aboue nas 
med belonging to the whozemonger, 
tell me what is whozedome and ſuch 
vnhoneſt loue (if as befoze J ſapd, J 
map tearme it lone) but only a mere 
madneſſe, a foꝛgetfulneſſe of rcaſon, a 
trouble of counſell, a cozrupting of 
god and verfnous mindes, and a 
plucking backe of vertuons and hea- 
uenlp enterpziſes, to darke and earth⸗ 
ly, nay rather hellyſh vlages, making

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fo2 the opencth hir mouth to d2inke 
of all waters, and nototouſly lens 
deth and ſelleth bir lelſe to them that 
gine mot, reſeinbling (ſaith Plautus 
in his Ciltcilarius, a create mightie 
Citie which cannot come to abounde 
in wealth without the vſe and kre⸗ 
quentation of many men. 
Thus by reaſons beſozr alledged 
it is made manifeſt vnto pon ( right 
Yonourable)how the whozrmenger

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The mother of Daint Auguſtine 
hauing ben repꝛoved and quibbed by 
the lame woꝛde at the handes of hir 
handmaid?,toke þ ſame ſo grieuouſ- 
ly that ſhe neuer after. would dzinke 
any other then fayze water. 

Belides,confider how many mur⸗ 
thers,and vnnatural daughters haue 
bene committed and perpetrated(yea 
oftentimes on their owne natural 
parents and kinſfolk)by thoſe of god 
Bacchus his band. 
Mine (ſayth Eſdras)as a ſeduo; 
and ouerthꝛower of vnderſtandinge, 
cauſeth dzunkards,to runne to wea- 
pons,and with them to kill one and 
other, of which died, afterwards whe 
they are betome fober and haue ſlept, 
they bane no moe remembꝛaunce 
then bealtes. 

That mightie Alexander, did har 
not bering drunken, kill euen at his 
table, that faithfull friende and wiſe 
tonnſeller of his, Clitus? did her not 
as much alſo vnto his vertuous Phi- 
tolopher Caliſthencs, and to other his 
| familiar aud Aer 2 
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Foz whom after that he betam 
againe ſober, he fo mourned and 15 
mented their deathes,that he bitterly 
wept and wiſhed to be dead him- 
ſelfe. 

Nho is ignoꝛant of þ great laugh» 
ters, ruines t calamities that dzon⸗ 
kenneſſe hath tauſed: 


ſant nations g̊ euer were, haue bene 
thꝛowen and rendered into the hands 
of their enimies : it hath ſubmitted 
the moſt pꝛoude and arrogant vnder 
the poke ok others, it hath ouertome 
and vanquiſhed thoſe, which at armes 
pave bene inntnctble:tt was the one- 
ty onerth2owe of the Lapithes, a peo⸗ 
ple of Theflaly,x moſt migbttt war- 
riours. By it, the Siracuſians fell info 
the handes of Marcel, and vndet the 
power of þ Romaines. By it þ hozrible 
Maſſagetes wer onercome by þ Perſi- 


ans By it, the p2ide of Babiſon, tame 


vnto þ lot of king Cyrus: By it, 5 fo 
famous : rendwmed citic Troy was 
finally bzet ? ſackt in one only night

Cambiſus, vnto tie murtheriage and 
killing of bis god and tapthfull toũ⸗ 
ſeller Paraxaſpes, bitaule that he told 
bim of his dzunkennelſe, | 
Likewiſe the moſt valiant kinge 
Philip of Macedqn,being in Mine, 
by tuogement,teuerted þ right cauſe 
of a poꝛe widow:which widow pers 
teiuing him to be dzaken, with a free 
and bolde voice, ſayd vnto him: in cry- 
ing, J appeale vnto thy ſelfe, J when 
thou art become ſober. 
Allo dzunkenaeſſe cauſed the cru⸗ 
ell and monſtrous Ciclops, Poliphe- 
mus to loſe his only eve by the hands 
of Vliſſes, whame the lame monſter 
beld pziſoner with other Greekes in 
cane. 
Bclides,right honourable, to the 
ende, p there may not remaine withs 
in your bꝛeaſts one ſcruple oz dzam 
of doubt, but that you may haue great 
reaſon on rem ſtdes to adiudge our 
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bꝛother the dꝛunkarde the moff bile 
and vicious, and ſo by conſequente to 
loſe the inheritaunte of eur Father, 
we are determined ((kollo wing the cx- 
ample of our bother, who helped 
bimſolfe with the opinions and ſen⸗ 
tences of the beſt learned authours 
that he could finde, to alledge the like 
fo; the iuſtice of cur cauſe, and lette 
fozth the anthozities and opinions 
alſo of the beſt qmoſt appꝛoned, that 
of dzunkenneſſe haue w2rtten 4 in⸗ 
treated. Athing fo w2ite , no leſſe 
fruitful and pꝛofitable, then vnto the 
eares of the wiſe learned, pleaſaunt, 
and delightfull. 

The Lacedemonians, who were 
ſo notably well inſtruced in all ters 
tue and modeſtie of lyfe, by the lawes 
of Lycutgus, neuer knew faith Xeno- 
phon, what wine was: as men dꝛink⸗ 
ing none , oz if they dzunke anp, it 
was with fo much water, as it taſted 
nothing of wine. 

Fo2 the ſame woꝛthy Lawmaker 
molt raightly ſoꝛbadde ſuperfludus 
dzinking and bibbing, vppon great 

paines 
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paines and pu iſhr nts, as a dice, 
ſaith he, that doth both infec þ health, 
the iolitie of the bodpe, the nobilitie 
and integritie of the minde. . 
And yet notwithſtanding he ſom⸗ 
times permitted them to dzinke;but 
alwaies vnder ſubiegion of dzinking 
very little and oberly. 

Plutarch in his Apotliegmes ma- 
keth mencion that the ſame Lacede- 
monians, fearing leall their childzen 
ſhold run info the vice 02 ſin of dꝛun⸗ 
ktnes,the better to eſtraunge & dꝛiue 
them from it, they cauſed oftentimes 
their ſeruants,(02 as others ſay)p02- 
ters.02 ſuch kinde of men as vſcd to 
be dzunk, to be b2ought befoze them, 
to the ende, that lider thildꝛen ſeeing 
the beaſtly behauiour and filthy faſhi⸗ 
ons of thoſe dzunkardes, might haue 
the lame vice in perpetuall hozrour 
and abbomination. | 

The Pcrhans aunciently (beinge 

a warlike people) vſcd to dzinke no 
wine, but (ſaith Xenophon)their ones 
ly dzinke was altogether purc was 
ter. NAbole Mofa lapth the ſame 
Ll  anthog, 
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authoꝛz, when they trauailed abzode, 
vled ozdinarilp to carrye with them 
cuppes 02 pottes of earth, to dꝛinke 
water in by the way, alwaies when 
they were thi fie, thinkinge (as ng 
doubt it is) p ta dzinke when thirſt 
enkozceth and that onclp pure was 
ter, was no lese p2ofitoble 4 health- 
full, then pleaſaunt x deltghtfull,and 
that they did to auoide wine, wherotf 
by that meancs they had no deſire oz 
care, 

The Aegyptians, they had of olde 
a terteine meaſure which was virye 
little,p quantitie whercoff they duiT 
not crcadc, when oz wherſoeuer they 
were dzinking of wine. 

Plato, Ariſtotle, Euſebius, and Ga 
len, doe greatly commend and pꝛaiſe 
the Carthaginians lab, by which it is 
denied to aup whatſocuer he be, du- : 
ring the time v they be in campe, c2 | 
in ſiege, oꝛ in p affap2cs of warrc,to 
dꝛinke any wine at al, but aitogether 
do abſteine frõ it, d: inking all Þ time 
no other then faire water oe being 
of opinion, that by Mine men are 

made 
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made effeminate, and do become oner 
delicate and deintie to beare any las 
boar 02 trauaile, and alſo that it doth 
hinder and hurt as| wel the head caps 
taine, as the ſouldier,of that care, ſtu⸗ 
die, pollicie, and dilligence which they 
ought to haue againſt their eni⸗ 
mies. 

\ CUhich conſideration it ould ſame 
did make the auncient Capfaines, 
men of warre u legionaries of Rome, 
being moſt wozthy and valiant wars 


wiſe as it is wzittf of the noble cap- 
taine, Lucius Papit! us Dictator, that 
being readye to giue battaile to the 
Samnites, he made a ſoleinpne vowe, 
that if he obteined vicoꝛy oner them, 
he woulde d2intc a cup full of wine 
to lupiter, as who ſhould ſape, that to 
doe ſo, it is a meruailous ſtraunge 
thing. | 

Cato li ewiſe [whom thou O dꝛun⸗ 
kard diddeſt often bꝛinge in fo2 thy 
purpoſe againſt vs. returning vicozi- 
ouſly from Spaine , enuironed with 
many notable (yoiles,accompted it a 
gre 


riours, to be ſober in dꝛinke: in ſuch 
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great pꝛaiſe and gloꝛp vnto him that 
during the whole votage and erpedi⸗ 
tion which he had made vnto p ſame 
country by Sca, he had dꝛunke no o⸗ 
ther dzinke then the ſame ok the 
common marriners. 

Cæſar in his Tommentaries res 
hearſeth that the Sweaues and Al- 
maines,a nation very warly,4 5 Neo- 
mans, at this day called Tourulſians, 


in old time neuer ſuffered wine to be 


b2onght into their countries, bicanfe 
they thought that thereby the bodyes 
of men would be made fecble and vn⸗ 
apt to endure labour and ſweate,and 
5 the vertue + vigo2 of their mindes 
and b2atnes,bid therby war weake, 
their courages faint,and their hearts 
and ſtrength cowardly, 

Thich though Homer went a- 
bont to appzone when he infrodg- 
ted that honour of knighthode,p moſt 
baliant Hector, who apperaling hims 
Tetfe to paſſc ont of Troy in battaile
